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Does Andrew Johnson Remembor?
SCARCELY a year has passed by since Andrew
Johnson perfofmad a certain oMelal uet whie
galnod him the applinse of ¢vary hionest man
in the nation. A clerk 1 one of the depart-
ments at Washington refused to pay over o
the committee appointed for the purpose of
asdessing the Government clergs, any portion
of the salary to which he was entitled by law.
For this contumancious independence ho wad
gither dismissed or threatened with dismissal,
when the facts in the case came to the ears of
the President, and he ordered his immediate
reinstatement. Buot tie did not satisly the
indignant President, wno turthermore decreed
that the independent clerk should be pro-
moted to the fitst vacancy above him that
might vceur in lus burcau, Whatever molive
influenced the President to take this course,
he certainly gained by it the approval of
every one who would strike a blow at ong of
the most fruitful sources o! corruption in our
syatem of government.

Andrew Johnson has now an opportunity
to regain at least & small share of the favor
with which he was at one time regarded by
patriotic and honest men. The so-called
“National Union City Executive Commituee,”
who bhave their heaoquarters at the office of
the Collector ot Internal Revenue for the
First District, No. 247 8. Third street, in this
city, recently passed a resolution, ol which
the following is a copy: —

ln accordance with this resolution, a

printed eircu ar, bearm e the date of Uetober
1, bas been addressed to the head of every
Federal office in the 'ty informing him of
the action of the Committes, and requesting
immediate complianees wiith its behests, He
is instructed to select some one n his depart-
ment to make the specitled assessments and
collections, and to pay over the same, on or
before the Bth inslant, to Jolin F. Preston
and Lawrence Tob'n, receiving from the u a
roceipt by way of voucher. He is turther

more informed that the money muast be paid
to Messrs, Preston and Tobin in their prover
persons, “as no other persons or committes in
the interest of P'resident Johnson's Adminis-
tration are authorized to make eollections
from Federal olficers m this canvass,” The
circular closes with a grand flourish, to the
effect that “Eternal V erilunce is tae price of
Liberty,” and bears the signatures ol Hon,
William ¥, Johnstoa, Collecior ot the Port, as
President, and William MeMullin, ol the
Fourth Ward, and 8. E. Cohen, who recently
published a Sunday newspaper, as Secretarivs,

It the attention ol his Excellency has not
slready been called to this document, we
would most humbly perform that oflice, ex-
pressing at the sume thwe our protound con-
viction that it will meet with prompt and
decisive action on his part.

Charles Buckwalter Opposed to Abraham
Laneoln and the War tor the Umon.
WeE have heretofore given our readers ex-
tracts trom two speeches of Charles Bucek-
walter, ¢ neof these addresses was delivered
September 17, 1863, in which he denounced
the suspension of the writ of haboax corpus
by Mr. Lincoln, although done in pursu-

This same Charles Buckwalter, the de-
famer of dbraham Lincoln, is now the
conservative (?) caodidate (or Congross
against Hon. Leonard Myers. the friend and
supporter of Mr. Lincoln,

The files of the Age will prove those
extracts to be genuine, and merely spacimens
of the malignanl spirit whiech breathed
thronghout Mr. Buckwalter's utterances dur-
ing the war, worthy only ol Vallzndighum:
william B. Reed, Coarles lngersoll, Leo-
jamin Harrls, or of Hester Clymer, whom
Buckwalier is now supporting for Governor.
